name. And whan he was come beloꝛe rome, t ſawe the

Hin was the wife of Remus veryſad# mour* 

ned very ſoꝛe whan ſheknewe ol ỹ death of her 
huſbande, and alſo ot they deſtrut tion ot thetowne of 
Raynes deſtroyed ho handes ot her bꝛother, ſhe cau⸗ 
ſedÞ woꝛkemen ſhuld make Þ walles again alter her, 
bꝛothers departing fro it. Inſo much that ſhe made ỹ 
towne of Raynes more ſlronger,ãd fayꝛet than it was 
euer betoꝛe.and renwed it richely after her miaht and 
power. Foꝛ ſhe was not ol ſo great myght, as lhe was 


whan herhuſqande was on lyue. nd alſothis noble 
lady noꝛpſſhed the chylde well, and within a letle ſpace 
he hegen to were bygge, and ſtrong ynough to bere ar 
mure, Thã ſaid his mother to him.

And whan ß Emperour ſawe p he was come, he aſked 
counſaile, Ind ſenatours aunſwered, that ther was 
no remedi but death, becauſe you lle w h? father, ſo he 
ſhall ſle you. nd with that Remus came into the pa⸗ 
lyce ot his vncle Romulus. no perſon him Wſtading. 
Ind whã he came to ß pꝛeſence ot his vncle,he was en 
flammed with ire. t cõtinentiy he dꝛew hig ſwerd, and 
toke his vncle by ß heer lmote of his head. Ind whã 
it was done, he aſked the lo: des d lenatours of Rome, 
if they wold therloꝛe warre. Ind thei anſwered to him 
t ſaid nay. Ind continently they gauetohim the hole 
Empyꝛe, x crowned him as ryght apꝛe. And whenhe 
was Emperour, he ſente fo: his mother. ⁊ ſhe came to 
lim. Andthan tome was made with ſtrong walles 
t diches, and than rome had a greate name, and there 
haunted many dyuers nacions, and they did buylde r 
edikie mam fayze dweillyng places in rome. This re 
mus was aſtrong man of body, xyche or good, wyſe in 
counſayle.and he had vnder him many landes c loꝛd⸗ 
chyppes.
